No Suit can be 
commenc’d, nor any Deed pa(s’d, relating to the 
Birth, Marriage, or Death, of any Perfon what- 
ever, unlefs Extracts duely compiroll’d ({pecifying 
the Time of the Birth, Marriage, or Death, in 
queftion) be taken out of the faid Office, on Pain 
of Nultity of the faid Suit or Deed, and of a Fine. 
On this Occafion a Tarif, or Lift of the feveral 
Races to be paid by all Perfors for the faid Extracts, 


has been publith’d by the King’s Order: ’Tis in 3

All Ranks and Conditions of Perfons,-both of the 
Clergy and.Laity, are rated diftin@ly and feverally 
in this Tarif. A Specimen of it follows.
